Plan to Tax Tubes and Crystals 
So Public Can Share the Expense

The winning plan calls for the 
public to pay for radiocasting by 
means of a tax on each vacuum 
tube and crystal bought by the con- 
sumer for his radio set. It is pointed 
out that radiocasting, to be placed 
on a sound economic basis, must pay 
its way as do other forms of enter- 
tainment: that to secure the best 
that radio can offer calls for radlio- 
casting to be put on a pald, contract 
basis. 

It was further pointed out that 
tubes have a life commensurate 
with the service they render, which 
make them an index of “radiocast 
consumption.” Furthermore, the 
number of tubes was considered to 
be an excellent index of the cost of 
the set and the range over which it 
will receive, and that since the 
manufacture of tubes is 80 nearly a 
monopoly a consistent check-up of 
the tubes purchased could be had. 
It is suggested that the tax money 
collected be deposited with the Gov- 
ernment and that a newly created 
Bureau of Radiocasting administer 
the fund. Stamps purchased by tube 
manufacturers from the Bureau 
would be affixed by the manufacturer 
to the tubes, the amount of tax to be 
paid to be determined from statistics 
compiled by this bureau. 


A plan whereby tubes and crystals | 
would be taxed, in order to pay for 
radiocasting has been awarded a $500 
prize by the American Radio Asso- 
ciation in a contest announced 
spring, the winner being H. D. Kél- 
logg Jr. of Haverford, Pa. While 
the officials of the organization do 
not accept this as a final plan, it was 
considered the best of the many sug- 
gestions offered. 

In discussing the contest Alfred 
M. Caddell, president of the associa- 
tion, states: | 

A very thorough survey was made 
of the radiocasting aituation, and 
opportunity given to the contestants 
to send in as many plans as_ they 
desired. The problem contained many 
angles, and although the immensity 
of it was clear to the officials of the 
American Radio Association and the 
donor of the prize, it was hoped that 
sufficient thought would be aroused 
out of which helpful and concrete 

“sigegestions would emanate. 

The decision of the judges was by 
no means unanimous, which in itself 
demonstrated the various angles of 
the problem that had to be consid- 
ered. More than three months were 
spent in selecting the deserving plans, 
all factors of radio—-present and fu- 
ture—being fully considered The 
winning plan received more votes

but in the last resort genius always 
eludes the industrious commentator 
Or biographer. And with all his lack 
Of artistry, with all his flaws and in- 
‘completeness, Donne has that touch 
of greatness which lifts him far 
|above such painstaking contempo- 
'raries as Samuel Daniel or George 
| Wither, above his faithful disciple, 
George Herbert, and which places 
him for us beside Ben Jonson or 
Bacon as one of the chief forces in 
seventeenth-century literature. 

If. however, we admit frankly that 
we shall never solve the ultimate rid- 
dle of Donne's genius, we can yet 
learn much from the study of his 
mental development and of the books. 
persons, and events which influenced 
him. Asa man of letters he is a fas- 
cinating figure. He came of a literary 
stock on his mother's side. The fam- 
ilies of More, Rastell, and Heywood 
were honourably known in the six- 
teenth century for their devotion to 
learning. Donne inherited this de- 
votion, and -he is a typical Renais- 
sance scholar in his desire for knowl- 
edge of all kinds. 

But though Donne's eager curiosity 
is typical of the Renaissance, he was 
not a humanist in the usual meaning 
of that word. He had none of that

On page 586 of “Science and Health 
with Key to the Scriptures” Mrs. 


Eddy defines “fan” thus: “Separator 
of fable from fact; that which gives 
action to thought.” In any moment 
of fear or confusion, then, the first 
thing to do is to use this fan, this 
‘separator of fable from fact,” by seek- 
ing to realize the omnipresent truth of 
omnipotent spiritual good, its peace, 
power, and everlasting harmony. Fact 
is forever untouched by fable. When 
evil is recognized as unreal, unintel- 
ligent, powerless, and is resisted on 
this basis, the phantom of evil will be 
scientifically overcome, and spiritual 
understanding will replace all mate- 
rial ignorance. 


Christian Science teaches that evil 
is unreal because it is neither created 
nor sanctioned by God—is neither a 
factor nor an actor anywhere in the 
inifinite creation of God, good. When 
it is acknowledged that the one crea- 
tor, God, is free from the slightest 
taint, fear, or knowledge of supposi- 
titious evil, and that His creation is 
His own pure reflection, then is re- 
vealed the God of infinite Love, to 
whom mortals may confidently turn 
in their extremity. This divine con- 
sciousness is “the secret place of the 
most High,” into which evil has never 
penetrated, never can penetrate; and 
this consciousness of divine Love is 
the place tn which to abide. When 
one awakens from a nightmare, the 
nightmare ceases. Thus is Christian 
Science awakening humanity from 
the nightmare of evil, and ushering 
it into’ the realm of Truth and har- 
mony. 

John the Revelator says, “The great 
dragon was cast out, that old serpent, 
called the Devil, and Satan, which de- 
ceiveth the whole world: he was cast 
out into the earth, and his angels were 
cast out with him.” Truth is now 
discerned: and one who persistently 
holds thought to Truth and Love is 
bound to be freed from sickness and 
sin, sorrow and fear.

EDITORIALS 


At the recent annual convention of the Ameri- 
can Association of the Teachers of Journalism, 
| held in Chicago, Prof. 

}rant M. Hyde of the 
: University of Wisconsin, 
advised that newspaper 
reading should be 
studied in every high 
school and college. The 
result which is sought, 
and which he believes 
may be attained, would be the development of 
a better understanding of the newspapers, more 
intelligent reading, and ultimately a_ better 
press. The speaker told of encouraging results 
from his efforts to teach college freshmen how 
to read a newspaper. “If,” said he, “‘we are to 
have better newspapers, a better community, a 
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Newspaper 
. and Its 
‘Readers 
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better Government, we must train a generation 


of young people to demand better newspapers 
and to read them intelligently.” 

No. one, in this day and age, would contend 
that the influence of the newspaper is not great. 
It is read, casually or studiously, by nearly 
; everybody. This being the case, it should be the 

aim to make the newspapers as good as pos- 
sible, while at the same time training the youth 
to distinguish between the good anti the indif- 
ferent or vicious, and to make intelligent appli- 
cation of what is really informative and helpful. 
Professor Hyde places a high estimate on the 
newspaper as an institution. He says that with- 
out it the social system would be inarticulate, a 
democratic government impossible, and that 
modern business could not exist. But he finds 
its influence only partly effective, because the 
American public, while buying millions of news- 
papers, does not read the important things in 
them. | 

Speaking of his own efforts, as a teacher in a 
school of journalism, to train young men and 

women how to read a newspaper intelligently, 
Professor Hyde said that while progress seemed 
ta. be slow he believed much could be accom- 
plished. We reports that each year he is able 
, to direct the reading of one hundred freshmen 
and to teach them how to discriminate between 
the good and the indifferent.. These, he says, 
become supporters of good journalism. The 
need is to multiply this number by-one hundred. 
If one hundred colleges and high schools were 
doing the same work, he says, the results would 
be noticeable, and would be reflected in the atti- 
tude of the public toward the newspapers and 
upon the character of American journalism. 
There are convincing indications that this 
method of teaching, or one approximating it in 
iis chief essentials, is being followed in many 
more than a hundred schools and colleges in the 
United States today. The Christian Science 
‘Monitor, which claims and is acknowledged to 
be the outstanding exponent of clean and pro- 
zressive journalism, is read and studied in scores 
and hundreds of American schools. And it is 
vratifving to realize that the results are, so far 
as they Can be measured.somewhat superficially, 
exactly what Professor Hyde says they should 
be. Whatever may appear to the contrary, the 
standard of journalism in the United States and 
throughout the civilized world is being raised. 
Those who read the newspapers are learning to 
discriminate and to cast aside the worthless, the 
. suggestive, the vicious, putting in their place 
that which is informative, reliable and unpreju- 
diced. The Monitor is no longer the only paper 
ihat aspires to this higher and better standard. 
A clearer conception of what is and what ‘is not 
news is being gained, not only by those who 
write, but by those who read. There is being 
developed a new “profession” of journalism, 
which includes newspaper buyers. as well as 
newspaper makers.

when he declared that it

cause it isthe truth. It is this state of thought 
which must furnish the motive force for all 
true advancement along any line of endeavor. 
So long as the investigator is prompted by 
selfish motives of any kind, he will be to that 
extent handicapped in his efforts. This does not 
mean that striving for progress and discovery 
in the hope of benefiting the race in some way 
or another is an unworthy motive, but rather 
that, for the highest attainments, back of any 
such consideration should be the recognition 
that the truth for the truth’s sake must consti- 
tute the primary impulse for action. 

Of course, President Coolidge was addressing 
men whose lives are devoted to research along 
many lines of material endeavor. He might 
have been speaking to an audience of philoso- 
_. phers, or rather his sentiments would have ap- 
plied with an equal force if he had been so em- 
ployed. This recognition of the immense im- 
portance of the search for truth for the sake of 
truth alone has, indeed, impelled all the re- 
formers and real benefactors of the human 
race. It is true, as President Coolidge indi- 
cated, that only of late vears has this senti- 
ment received anything like general acceptance, 
but it must not be thought that it has not en- 
joyved a certain vogue almost ever since the 
heginning of history, for every real step for- 
ward has actually been based upon it. 

The mere fact that today countless wonderful

inventions are being put forward for the satis-. | 


faction of mankind simply points to the fact 
that this motivating force is finding an outlet 
in the line of material advancement. But this 


in itself is the smallest feature of the world’s 


progressive activities. There is today in human

the famous Article X of the League’s Constitu- 
_ tion is far from popular in the Dominion. The 
_ obligation in Article X is as follows: 


The members of the League undertake to respect and 
preserve as against external aggression the territorial 
integrity and existing political independence of all mem- 
bers of the League. In case of any such aggression, or in 
case of any threat or danger of such aggression, the 
Council shall advise upon the means by which this obli- 
gation shall be fulfilled. 

Since the first assembly of the League of 
Nations, Canadian representatives have urged 
the modification, or elimination, of that obliga- 
tion. But the protocol; which 
being considered in Canada, would commit the 
Pominion still more definitely to the policy of 
sanctions, or penalties, against any state which 
refused to accept the verdict of the League of 
Nations in an international dispute. Before 
undertaking to institute an economic blockade, 
or to employ force against an offending nation, 
the people of Canada would want to review 
the merits of the dispute in Parliament. They 
would want, in short, to be free to decide upon 
action in any question of international dispute 
at the time when the call for action came. 
Canada would be following traditional British 
policy in declining to enter an obligation to 
make war on any state,» under any circum- 
stances, without first submitting the case to 
Parliament. 3

They apparently fail to notice, in urging that 


| production must be reduced, that they imply 


there is overproduction, and that this means 
efficient farmers; and not the “inefficiency” 
which they charge. | 

The contrariety of their position does not seem 
to have occurred to them. Yet it is apparent 
that American farmers cannot be both in- 
efficient and able to produce thé overflowing 
supply either of the perishables found in excess 
of requirement in every market—that is, if it 


has paid to harvest and prepare them for market 


—or of the non-perishables which create the 
“export surplus” which gave cause for the cam- 
paign for the:McNary-Haugen bill. The truth 
is notin the charge of inefficiency, but in the 
self-evident production of more than is needed 
—the abounding surplus which has permitted 


all Americans to attain a standard of living 


which it is insisted is not equaled anywhere 


else in the world. 


lt is unfortunate that the charge of in- 
efficiency is being repeated in discussions of this 
subject which are widely read and quoted. It is 
building-anew a prejudice that will bear fruit 
later, when an improvement in the relative con- 
dition of agricultural and ‘non-agricultural 
groups begins to be reflected in slight increases 
in cost of agricultural products. For example, 
it was generally charged that prior to 1914 there 
had been an increase in the prices of agricultural 
products beyond the increases in non-agricul- 
tural products. 3 

The records of the Bureau of Labor statistics 
show that, for the period of 1890 to 1908, the 
increase in prices had been in favor of com- 
modity prices over farm prices by not less than 
five noints every vear. and as high as eleven 
points in four years, and twelve points in one. 
From 1908 to 1914 farm products had shown 
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American farmers are anything but inefficient. 
They produce 2.3 times more per capita than 
the farmers of the United Kingdom; 2.5 times 
more than the farmers of Germany; 3.2 times 
more than the French farmer; and 6.5 times 
more than the Italian farmer. The acute danger 
of the situation is that, driven by individualism 
and lacking effective co-operation, this efficiency 
will be increased faster than markets can be 
found for the surplus farm products. 


With the greater part of the world subject at 
one period or another to the neutralizing tonali-

Czech Views on Soviet Russia 


By CRAWFURD PRICE 


It is only natural, in the circumstances, that there 
should be a general thirst after information concerning 
contemporary Russia. Bolshevism itself is a 
experiment, a new system of government evolved from 


certain definite theories, and one calculated, if success- | 
fully established, to reverse the social order of civiliza- | 


tion and remold the national and international relation- 
ship of peoples. 

It was, moreover, ushered in with such a display of 
tyranny, brutality and bloodshed, as made a vivid and 
emotional, if tragic appeal to the imagination. Thus the 
serious-minded seek after knowledge, while the inquisi- 
tive itch to penetrate the veil of mystery in which Soviet 
Russia has been shrouded since 1917. In consequence 
there have been books, pamphlets, and periodicals almost 
without end, all purporting to depict the situation within 
the Bolshevist Republic in true colors, but none of them 
truly reflective of its life and conditions. 

For this there is, of course, good and sufficient reason. 
Russians themselves have rarely produced works of docu- 
mentary value, because their judgment is too often influ- 
enced by personal opinion; today those within the 
frontiers are not allowed to speak the truth. Forelgn 
governments depend for their information upon officials, 
whose radius is definitely limited and who are unable to 
penetrate the vast recesses of the land. 

Most of the illumination received, therefore, is from 
writers who pay a hasty visil to a few large towns, carry 
out their superficial investigations under the eagle eye 
of the Moscow Political Bureau, and proceed to pro- 
pound their impressions of a country which extends over 
two continents, and of which they know nothing of the 
language, customs or national life

with this dilemma, to whom can we turn for 
guidance? For myself I have always set much store on 
the opinions of the leading Czech authorities. They 
know the land, its history and its language; as Slavs they 
sympathize with its people; as politicians they are under 
the influence of close geographical proximity: as Social 
Democrats (for the most part) thev are antagonistic to 
the old Tsarist régime: as business men they recognize 
in Russia a vast potential market for their manufac- 
tures.

These considerations lend no little value to a book on 
“Soviet Russia,’ which has been recently produced by a 
Czech writer, Mr. J. Srom, but which, unfortunately, is 
as yet available only in the Czech language. Mr. Srom 
lived in Russia for many years prior to the revolution: 
his functions have taken him thither since Bolshevism 
seized the reins of government. He speaks the language 
pertectly, has no grudge against the present rulers; no 
ax to grind, and nothing to fear. He has, furthermore,

What, in these circumstances, is the most advisable 


attitude for other governments to adopt vis-a-vis the 


Union of Soviet Republics? For an answer to this ques- 
tion we may with advantage turn to some recent declara- 
tions by Dr. Benés, the Czechoslovak Foreign Minister. 
Dr. Benés considers that Bolshevism, of which he is a 
determ!ned opponent, is “an incorrect doctrine of Soctal- 
ism,” that the salvation of Russia will be a long-drawn- 


out process, and that it can only come from within. He 


believes that the duty of the rest of Europe is to help the 
Russian people by means of a reasonable policy, particu- 
larly in matters economic, but this only on consideration 
that there is a definite change in the internal and ex- 
ternal policy of the Moscow Government. 

Dr. Benés says that there are now no serious con- 
siderations of foreign policy which prohibit entering into 


| diplomatic relations, but he insists that there must be 


safeguards against interference by the Russian Govern- 
nent, or the Third Internationale, in the internal affairs 
of other nations. 

He is, further, of opinion that, by contact with Europe, 
Russia will be obliged to submit herself at least to some 


mocracy, and that this will constitute a step toward final 
reconstruction. In a closing word, he says that “the state 
which today does not recognize Russia, will be placed 
more and more in an abnormal position with reference 
tu the general development of Europe, which wishes the 
Russian problem to be solved as soon as possible.”
